CHAPTER 58.
AN ACT to reorganize the Milton Cemetery Association.

The pecple of the state o) Wisconsin, represented in senate
and assembly, do enact as follows:

Rotdeemedto  SECTION 1. The Milton Cemetery Association or-

organtzation.  ganized May 28, 1853, and situated in the town of Mil-
ton, in the county of Rock and the state of Wiscousin,
shall not, by reason of peglect to hold its regular an-
nual meetings and to eleet trustees since the year (A.
D.) 1869, be deemed to have lost its organization nor
its rights, franchises or title to lands and property ob-
tained and acquired sinee its first organization.

Trastees. SecTioN 2. The trustees elected on the 81st day of
January (A. D.), 1874, at a meeting of the association
held pursuant to notice, and elected by a majority of
the number present at said meeting, shall be the legal
trustees of said association, and have all the powers
and may perform all the duties of legal successors of
the former board of trustees of said association.

SectioN 8. This act shall take effect and be in force
from and after its passage.
Approved February 24, 1874.

CHAPTER 54

[Published Pebruary 26, 1874.)
AN ACT to divide the sixth ward of the city of Milwaukee.

The people of the siate of Wasconsin, represented in sen-
ate and assembly, do enact as follows :

Boundarlos of SecTiON 1. All the territory now included in the

teenth wards. 8ixth ward of the city of Milwaukee which lies south
of the center of North street shall hereafter constitute
and be known as the sixth ward of the city of Milwau-
kee. And all the territory included in the sixth ward
of said city which lies north of the center of said North
street shall constitute and be known as the thirteenth
ward of said city, and said sixth and thirteenth wards
hereby created shall have all the rights, privileges, im-
munities and powers, and be subject to all laws, regu-
lations and ordinances as other wards of said city.
